In many instances saloonkeepers 
substituted coal oil lamps or candles 
for electric light and operated with- 
out heat to observe the spirit of the 
‘fuel conservation order, but many 
saloons were fully lighted and 
heated. 

Saloonkeepers sold whisk at 25 
cents to 35 cents a drink. 

SeHing Price of Whisky. 

The business places of the five 
‘liquor dealers in whose behalf the 
> junction was originally granted and 
of about 10 others which were in- 
cluded in the order by Judge Ff aris 
‘late in the afternoon, were besieged 
by buyers who came with wagons, 
trucks and passenger automobiles to 
buy Whisky. Many of the purchasers 
were saloonkeepers. Others were 
persons who desired to take this op- 
portunity to “stock up.” 

To purchasers of small quantities 
t'> whisky sold at $10 to $15 a 
quart. though the court petitions filed 
by the whisky wholesalers in the in- 
junction suit showed that its actual 
cost to them, after the tax of $6.40 
a gallon had been paid, was $8 to $9 
a gallon. One dealer last night said 
he was offering “a rare bargain” 
when he sald whisky at $75 a case of 
one dozen qtart bottles. In normal 
times the same whisky could be 
bought for $15 to $18 a case. 

Authorizes Wine Release. 

Judge Faris vesterday 
noon authorized the release for sale 
of 25,000 cases of wine by the Amer- 
ican Wine Co. In its petition the 
company gave the nominal valuation 
of this wine as being “in excess of

AS TO NEWSPAPER MONOPOLY. 


Fears of some St. Louis Democrats that, because 
the Republican organ has swallowed the Democratic 
organ, their party will be unable to get a fair public 
hearing are unfounded. This is the conclusion of the 
thoughtless, who, in their disappointment at the loss 
of a journalistic wheelhorse, have a confused view of 
the situation. 

Without assuming that the Republican organ will 
be false to its responsibilities and obligations as a 
newspaper, it must be admitted that a monopoly of 
journalism in any field is a menace. It is not good 
for the public, which is at the mercy of one news- 
paper, nor for the party which holds the monopoly. 
If the monopoly is abused, the public and the party 
without an organ suffer for a time, but as a rule this 
time is short, because an abused monopoly breeds 
competition. On the other hand, the mere possession of 
monopoly power breeds suspicion of abuse and thus 
affects public sentiment adversely to the monopolists. 
Newspaper power is of little value to its possessor or 
its beneficiary unless it is wisely, honestly and im- 
partially wielded. 

Talk of any monopoly in journalism in St. Louis is 
foolish. It exists only in the morning English news- 
paper field, which, excepting Sunday newspapers, is 
steadily diminishing in importance. There is open 
competition in evening journalism, which has held 
ascendancy over morning journalism for years. The 
evening newspaper which adequately covers its field 
prints all the news worth printing on the day on 
which it happens. It is issued at a time of the day 
when the people—bave leisure to read. For these 
reasons there has been a continual decline of week- 
day morning newspapers and a continual rise of 
evening newspapers. 

The party organ has been rapidly declining in pub- 
lic esteem and confidentee and the independent news- 
paper, free to support principles and men, regard- 
less of political parties, has been rapidly rising in 
public esteem and confidence. In the St. Louis field 
the Post-Dispatch is independent of all parties.

Colorado, it is calculated, can 
be made to produce 200,000 barrels of oil a day for 800 
years.

CARDINAL MERCIER’S PREFACE. 


THINK I owe the public a word of explanation as to how this book 
| has seen the light. 
During the war, and more frequently after the armistice, I 
was asked would I write a narrative of my war experiences. 

I had taken many notes of events as they had occurred, and my 
memory was full of incidents in which I was concerned. 

Much as I would have wished to write such a story, from some 
points of view, if only to vindicate my country against its detractors, 
the libels circulated by its enemies, yet I felt, more and more in- 
evitably as the weeks rolled by, that I would never have time to write 
this, book. 

I then thought of my correspondence with the German authorities 
right through the war. 

Here are my war experiences in their most tense and vivid re- 
ality; all the issues I fought with the occupying power, their meth- 
ods and mine clearly defined, undeniably fixed in black and white. 

So I asked a friend of mine, Prof Mayence of Louvain University, 
to take my notes and material, and to edit my correspondence with 
short explanatory remarks about the letters and the events they re- 
ferred or led up to. I also gave him some personal reminiscences for 
this purpose, and with him revised the whole book. 

I could not let his work go to press without publicly thanking 
him for having helped me as he has done.

C ARDINAL MERCIER, Primate of Belgium, has lately visited the 


United States, and has spent two days in St. Louis. He has told, ina 
graphic but fragmentary way, in public addresses, of some of the in- 


cidents which made him the most notable non-military figure in war-time 


Europe. 

The Cardinal's visit has stimulated, rather than sated, the interest of 
Americans in the great episode of moral courage, and fearless resistance to 
oppression, of which he was the hero. The full and accurate record of 


these events is found in the correspondence between the Cardinal and the 


German officials in Belgium during the war, supplemented by accounts of 
some verbal interviews. These make up the story here presented. 

Upon Cardinal Mercier’s coat of arms are the words ‘‘Apostolus Jesu 
Christi’’—Apostle of Jesus Christ. 

The words recall that other Apostle, Paul, and his declaration, “I have 
fought a good fight; I have kept the faith.”” Since Paul’s day, no man has 
been more abundantly entitled to speak these words than Cardinal Mercier. 

The parallel to Paul extends farther. As Paul stood before King Agrip- 
pa with chained hands, yet was master of the situation, while Agrippa was 
but a chance figure, so the spiritual leader of Belgium, by his dignity of 
person, and by the justice of his cause, towered above the personages who 
maintained the rule of force over the conquered nation. 


Oppressor Strives to Concillate. 


Baron von Bissing, infamous as the responsible author of the slaying 
of Edith Cavell; was the Cardinal's most frequent antagonist. In their cor- 
respondence, Von Bissing began by following the motto of Richelieu, 
“First, use all means to conciliate.’’ 


Von Bissing’s failure to conciliate was soon apparent. Cardinal Mer- 


cier laid down the principle that a German Governor-General, in Belgium, ' 


represented unlawful usurpation, and that Belgium’s claim to independence 
must never be waived or obscured. 

It cannot be said that Von Bissing at once applied the rest of Riche- 
lieu’s advice, which was, “Concilfhtion failing, use all means to crush.” In- 
stead, he continued for some time the useless attempt to swerve the Cardl- 
nal from his course, and thereby to affect the morale of the Belgian peo- 
ple. When he at length did strive to crush the Cardinal, his own inferiority 
of character, and the hopeless moral position in which he stood, were only 
emphasized. 

Von Bissing, personally, was probably above the average of titled of- 
ficers in the German army. He was not s0 subtle, in maintaining a wrong
